Puffer and Thomas Dooly. who visited 
tbo house of the deceased and proceeded 
to inquire into the.cause of his death. It 
appears that Mr. Toolo had been unwell 
for some time, living alone and being 
between 70 and 80 yearn of age, the kind 
neighbors kept watch of him to see that 
he had help when needed. He was aeon 
in his home lust evening, sitting by tbo 
window. This morning he had evidently 
prepared to light a fire, as the stove wae 
full of wood ready to light. 
As stated 


before he was found ia tho wood-bsx 
into which he hud fallen while preparing 
to start his fire. It is supposed that ho 
died of heart disease, and that the fatal 
moment arrived at the time ho was get. 
ting something from the box, as his face 
was downward and it appeared that he 
must have fallen heavily, as his body was 
wedged tight in tho box, The jury re- 
turned a verdiob that he came to his 
death "by disease and not by violence." 


Mr. Teolo's wife died some two years 


ago, since which time he had lived alone, 
having no children or relatives, we un- 
derstand, in this vicinity.
